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New Commercial Area 
Proposed at $60,000 


A preliminary discussion of 
a proposed commercial devel¬ 
opment immediately south of 
Sierra Madre Blvd., between 
Baldwin and Hermosa, was at¬ 
tended by more than 30 per¬ 
sons at City Hall Monday aft¬ 
ernoon. 

The project, which would cost 
about $60,000, would be asses¬ 
sed to approximately 20 own¬ 
ers having property lines abut¬ 
ting the proposed commercial 
district. 

It would include the purchase 
of several parcels of land, the 
removal of six homes and sev¬ 
eral smaller buildings, and the 
building of a new street. 

The new development would 
allow parking space for 110 
automobiles, sidewalks, and a 
passageway at the rear of the 
Safeway store, the new bank 
now under construction, and 
other business buildings in that 
section on the south side of 
Sierra Madre Blvd. 

First draft of the map for 
this improvement, prepared by 
Gordon Whitnall and Associ¬ 
ates who are drawing a new 
zoning ordinance for the City, 
is available for inspection at 
City Hall. 

The zoning ordinance pro¬ 
vides that business places 
should provide parking space 
for about 4 or 5 cars each, but 
Mr. K. Kalicka, representative 
of tjie Whitnall company, has 
said in previous discussions 
with the Planning Commission 
that a larger parking space, 
supported co-operatively by a 
group of business men adja¬ 
cent, is the more efficient and 
economical method of handling 
the parking problem. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington said that, among the 
30 persons present at last Mon¬ 
day's meeting, it was his opin¬ 
ion that the majority were in 
favor of this important project, 
but objections were voiced by 
several.

The Sierra Madre Democratic 
Club went highbrow at its 
meeting Monday night.

Five local members of the or¬ 
ganization famous for its many 
mountain rescues in the past— 
Don Jackson, Fred La Lone, 
John Grippi, Earl La Lone, and 
Charles Kassler III — were 
among those who effected the 
discovery of Jules Ruggles of 
Arcadia early Thursday morn¬ 
ing after he had been reported 
lost Wednesday in the deep 
snow along the crest of Mt. 
Wilson . 

Ruggles had hiked up the 
Santa Anita Canyon Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. When he ran 
into snow at about 3000 feet 
he kept going—nobody knows 
why. His wife notified the 
Temple City Sheriff’s Substa¬ 
tion and from there several 
rescue units were alerted. That 
was when the five Sierra Ma- 
dreans of the Rescue Crew pre¬ 
pared themselves for an all- 
night search in the mountains. 

Leaving Sierra Madre at 
about 9 p.m. Wednesday, the 
five worked their way into the 
mountain altitudes until they 
were pushing through snow 
that was waist high. Using 
walkie-talkies furnished by the 
Sheriff’s office, they did their 
best to keep in touch with one 
another in order to form a 
"searching circle,” although

School Election Set for April 29 


Sierra Madre will have a new 
tax election April 29. Its pur¬ 
poses will be, primarily, to in¬ 
crease revenues for the hiring 
of an additional classroom 
teacher, to increase the salaries 
of teachers presently employed, 
and to meet the increased tu¬ 
ition to Pasadena for Junior 
high school students. 

These plans, disclosed at the 
Sierra Madre School Board 
meeting Monday evening, also 
included the need of raising 
new funds for improved heat¬ 
ing and lighting equipment at 
City School. 

The meeting, at which Board 
President Dr. Milton W. Valois 


presided, was adjourned until 
Feb. 14. At that date, the 
amount of the tax and its dur¬ 
ation will be decided. 

Before adjournment the res¬ 
ignation of Howell N. White, 
Jr., was accepted by the board 
members with regret. His resig¬ 
nation has been made neces¬ 
sary because of his moving 
with his family to Wallingford, 
Conn. 

White, who has been a mem¬ 
ber of the school board—some¬ 
times as president—since 1948, 
received a certificate of merit 
given him by Dr. C. C. Carpen¬ 
ter, assistant superintendent of 
Los Angeles County Schools. 


White’s successor will be ap¬ 
pointed by the county super¬ 
intendent's office, with recom¬ 
mendations made by the local 
board. His term, which was to 
expire in June, 1956, will be 
filled to that date by the ap¬ 
pointee. 

Another item on the board’s 
agenda was a report by Dr. 
Carpenter who gave figures 
showing that 86 of the 114 
school districts under his juris¬ 
diction are in the process of 
increased tax elections beyond 
the 90 cent limit. Through this 
report it was made clear that 
school budget problems are 
widespread. 


Survey for Community TV 
System Draws Public Veto 


Councilman Lome Pratt, reporting at City Council meeting 
last Tuesday evening, disclosed that the general public in Sierra 
Madre, even those in the areas “blacked out" to TV reception, 
are not much interested in backing a community non-profit or¬ 
ganization devoted to the purpose of installing a master antenna 
system for catching clearer television signals. 

Because the TV subject has become something of a major 
issue in Sierra Madre as the result of public agitation for the 


Street Repair 
And Parking 
Stalemated 

A temporary stalemate in the 
street improvements on Man¬ 
zanita, Ramona, Fairview, Car¬ 
ter and Miehillinda was en¬ 
countered at last Tuesday’s 
Council meeting. Paving of cer¬ 
tain sections of these streets 
was approved by property 
owners last Nov. 23, after the 
City agreed to provide 1/3 of 
the cost. The City expected to 
obtain funds from State gaso¬ 
line taxes, but recent letters 
from the County Road Dept, 
and the County Council Indi¬ 
cate that gasoline tax funds 
may not be available for this 
purpose. 

Taxes on gasoline collected 
by the State of California are 
apportioned to all California 
counties, which, in turn, allo¬ 
cate their receipts to their own 
municipalities. The latest rul¬ 
ing of the County Road Dept, 
and the County Council allows 
the spending of such funds on¬ 
ly on streets which accommo¬ 
date county-wide traffic. 

City Council members expres¬ 
sed the opinion that this stipu¬ 
lation, if enforced, would give 
improvement eligibility from 
gasoline taxes only to Sierra 
Madre Blvd., Miehillinda, and 
possibly Orange Grove Ave. 

City Attorney Cornyn and 
City Administrator Bevington 
agreed to prepare for the two 
County departments a sum¬ 
mary of Sierra Madre’s vital 
importance to the County as a 
whole, requesting on this basis 
more favorable consideration. 

PARKING DISTRICT 

City Attorney Cornyn report¬ 
ed that the urgent need of park¬ 
ing space for Sierra Madre 
shoppers is meeting the delay 
of condemnation proceedings, 
which will be started soon. The 
total asking price of the three 
parcels of land to be bought 
by the City for parking lots 
is $54,000, against an appraised 
value of $40,300. Cornyn ex- 
plained that condemnation 
suits require three months to 
complete and that no immedi¬ 
ate solution of the City’s park¬ 
ing problem can be expected.

past two years, Councilman 
Pratt recently had volunteered 
to make a special study of the 
situation which “Joe Doakes”, 
representing the general public, 
was making a hot and expen¬ 
sive one for City Council. 

When the last in a series of 
individual bidders for the in¬ 
stalling of a master antenna 
system failed to make the 
grade, Councilman Pratt receiv¬ 
ed approval from City Council 
to make a public survey in Si¬ 
erra Madre to determine whe¬ 
ther Joe Doakes, who was do¬ 
ing so much complaining, was 
willing to tackle the commun¬ 
ity aerial job himself. 

Councilman Pratt therefore 
sent 790 letters to residents 
north of Grandview, asking if 
they would endorse a master 
antenna system. As of Tuesday 
evening, only 174 had bothered 
to reply. 

Of the 174, 90 Joe Doakes 
said to heck with it. Eighty- 
four voted yes for the antenna 
system, but only eight indi¬ 
cated a willingness to pay $150 
for the installation fee. 30 per¬ 
sons bid $50 or lower. 21 said 
they were satisfied with the 
service provided by Edwin 
Meyer, of Meyer Television. A 
few said they wanted better TV 
reception at any price, but they 
obviously were the only rich 
uncles that Joe Doakes can 
count in his family. 

Approximately 600 members 
of the theoretical community 
TV system, each paying $150 
apiece, would be needed to fi¬ 
nance the project. But even if 
the price could be reduced 
through larger community par¬ 
ticipation, the majority of Sier¬ 
ra Madreans apparently are not 
interested. 

At those prices Joe Doakes 
has said, “No, thanks!” 

LOCAL TV DEALERS 

At the Council meeting, Pratt 
suggested that Meyer’s Tele¬ 
vision Co. be licensed to install 
community TV systems. Coun¬ 
cilman Roberts said he did not 
think Meyer should be kept in 
his present position indefinite¬ 
ly, indicating that his custo¬ 
mers should be allowed to use 
his services if they wish. 

In an interview with the 
NEWS, Eddie Sonnenfeld of 
Eddie’s Television Co., said that 
he too had made surveys and 
appraisals on the installation 
of a master antenna system. 
As a local TV dealer, he wish¬ 
ed to bid on any system sup¬ 
plied by the city or to provide 
antenna service to individuals.

Deadline for 
License Tabs 
Drawing Near 

Motorists have just eight 
days, including today, to se¬ 
cure their 1955 license tabs — 
or, technically speaking, just 
seven and one half days. That’s 
because one of those eight 
days, next Saturday is only a 
half day. 

The deadline for renewing 
the registration on all types of 
vehicles is Friday, Feb. 4. Aft¬ 
er that, the law requires the 
State Department of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles to impose penalties on 
all Ihte renewals. 

Under the law the flat regis¬ 
tration fee of $8 is doubled, 
and a penalty of 50 per cent 
of the license fee is added on 
renewals made after the dead¬ 
line, according to Motor Ve¬ 
hicles Director Paul Mason. 

Permanent branch offices of 
the Department of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles will be open to handle 
all types of renewals from 8 a. 
m. to 5 p.m. on week days, and 
until noon of Jan. 29, the final 
Saturday half-day of the regis¬ 
tration period. 

Temporary registration sta¬ 
tions in banks in various parts 
of the state, open only during 
banking hours, are author¬ 
ized to make renewals only up¬ 
on presentation of the pre¬ 
punched fee statement cards 
mailed from Sacramento. 

Owners who failed to receive 
cards are ''till required to re¬ 
new before the deadline, and 
may do so by presenting their 
1954 white slips at any per¬ 
manent branch office. Auto 
clubs handle all types of regis¬ 
trations for members only. 

Fees remitted by mail must 
be postmarked not later than 
midnight Feb. 4.

Special Number for 
Traffic Emergencies 

SACRAMENTO—The Califor¬ 
nia Highway Patrol emergency 
telephone number “Zenith 1- 
2000” will be in use practically 
statewide by Feb. 1 according 
to an announcement released 
by the Patrol. 

“This special service is de¬ 
signed exclusively for report¬ 
ing traffic emergencies outside 
cities to the Highway Patrol,” 
Patrol Commissioner B. R. Cald¬ 
well says. “There is no charge 
for the service even when the 
Patrol office called is in a toll 
zone. 

"In order to keep the Zenith 
1-2000 line open for real traffic 
emergencies, routine matters 
should continue to be reported 
in the usual manner using the 
regular telephone number as¬ 
signed to the Patrol office in 
the area,” Caldwell reports. 
This will enable the Patrol to 
handle emergencies more ex¬ 
peditiously. 

“Motorists are urged to carry 
the emergency number on their 
persons or in their cars for 
ready reference.

national Congress do something 
genuine and without loopholes 
about campaign expenses. I 
sincerely believe that the great¬ 
est menace to our democracy 
lies in the fact that nowadays 
it costs so much to run for 
office, unless one can secure 
contributions which, in many 
cases, put him under obliga¬ 
tions. Any system which bars 
men of moderate means from 
competition is not democracy. 

Clippings of both columns 
were sent to numerous mem¬ 
bers of Congress and the State 
Legislature. The first response 
came from Rep. James Roose¬ 
velt, who notes that the Presi¬ 
dent has recommended pay 
hikes for Federal employees 
generally. “I hope that the 
leadership of Congress will not 
ask consideration of any other 
Editor P a y increases until those have 
been satisfactorily disposed of,” 
he writes. 

So do we all. But as I recall 
it, the present recommendations 
for pay rises for Federal em¬ 
ployees generally are for only 
about a 5 per cent hike, while 
the Congressmen seem to think 
they should get a 100 per cent 
hike. Boys already getting 
$1000 a month shouldn't have 
95 per cent more sympathy for 
themselves than for other “un¬ 
derpaid Federal employees.” 

The piece about campaign 
contributions brings a letter 
from Assemblyman Frank Lan- 
terman, who says: “The accu¬ 
mulation of election code pro¬ 
visions on campaign contribu¬ 
tions is due for a long overdue 
overhaul at this session. Pro¬ 
visions made in previous ses¬ 
sions were either not properly 
prepared or were handled by in¬ 
capable men whose intent was 
more political than serious . . . 
It would suit me fine to have 
campaign contributions regu¬ 
lated with fairness to all ... I 
shall appear before the elec¬ 
tions committee of the Assem¬ 
bly and make my recommenda¬ 
tions.”

Meeting in its official an¬ 
nual business meeting last 
Friday Bethany Church receiv¬ 
ed a report from all depart¬ 
ments that indicated a year of 
unusual success.

‘Where Do We 
Go? 7 Asked by 
Rev. H. Leach 

Answering the question, 
“Where De We Go From Here?” 
Rev. Harry P. Leach of the First 
Congregational Church, declar¬ 
ed last Sunday that Christian¬ 
ity is a way of life, a mode of 
behavior. 

“It makes little difference” 
said Mr. Leach, “to what church 
you belong or what creed you 
recite. If you are facing and 
moving in the direction of 
Christ, you are Christian. You 
may not have traveled far, but 
it is the direction you are fac¬ 
ing that counts.” 

In apostolic times the Chris¬ 
tian movement was known as 
The Way. Jesus spoke of him¬ 
self as The Way. When our 
feet are standing along The 
Way and we are moving even 
slowly in the direction of Christ 
we belong to the Christian fel¬ 
lowship, such as General Grant 
telling Lee at Appomatox to 
keep their horses for the spring 
plowing; John Hay returning 
the Boxer indemnity for Chi¬ 
nese education; Albert Sweit- 
zer healing the bodies and en¬ 
lightening the minds of his fel¬ 
low man in the Congo to “pay 
his debt to humanity”; Frank 
Laubach teaching millions of 
illiterates around the world; 
Rockefeller giving 20 million 
dollars to our seminaries for 
better training of ministers; 
Gagawa preaching the Gospel 
in the slums of Tokyo. 

All this is Christianity, for 
Christianity is a way of ljfe 
and when this Way dominates 
a man’s career he is Christian. 

In developing his theme, Mr. 
Leach used as examples Abram 
and Lot. Lot pitched his tent 
toward Sodom, an unsavory 
place but where the things he 
coveted were to be acquired. He 
took his wife and daughters 
there in spite of Sodom’s rep¬ 
utation and lived to see his 
home life turn to gall and bit¬ 
terness and his daughters 
shameless and profligate. 

Abram on the other hand 
“went out not knowing whith¬ 
er”. He followed a higher im¬ 
pulse. “He looked for a city 
that hath foundations whose 
builder and maker was God. 
Abram was one of a long pro¬ 
cession of spiritual adventur¬ 
ers, breaking a path for all to 
follow.” 

Mr. Leach concluded by cit¬ 
ing the Apostle Paul who also 
went out from the comforts and 
privileges of his Rabbinical 
estate to put his feet on The 
Way. So also did the Pilgrims 
who left England, all to be 
judged, not by their success or 
failure but by the direction of 
their lives.

Mr. White, who has been a 
purchasing agent for Fletcher 
Aviation for almost five years, 
is moving into the job of pur¬ 
chasing agent for the Revere 
Corporation of America, manu¬ 
facturer of precision instru¬ 
ments for aircraft and industry, 
in Wallingford, Conn.

White, who first served the 
School Board here in 1946, also 
was president of the board for 
three years besides being ac¬ 
tive on the Coofdinating Coun¬ 
cil. Mrs. White was one of the 
original group that organized 
the Sierra Madre Community 
Nursery school which completed 
its first building in April, 1947. 
She served as president of the 
school in 1948 and 1949.
